Of decided Indian flavor is the row of 


diagonal stripes. To form a border of 
them, fit the first long stripe on the 
partial stripe showing a dotted line 
continuation, To make an allover 
Aiagonal stripe material, ft the lower 
end of cach stripe to the upper end of 
the same stripe and continue stencil- 
ig. A dotted line indicates the prin 
ciple. 

Suggested colors are red and black, 
red and blue, old rose, old rose and 
blue. When two colors are used, they 
May be alternated. Outlining in black 
or a contrasting color improves the 
pattern when used as an allover. The 
row of outlining may be run an eighth 
of an inch from the edge of each 
iuripe. 

The border formed of vertically and 
horizontally placed oblongs was done by 
the Indlans in red or old rose on white. 


Any color, however, may take the place 
of this. 

The fifth design is more ornate, 
was found on a woman's leggings 
the colors were rather complicated, 
each separate part of the design is num- 
bered to facilitate the explanation, One 
and 5 arein canary yellow, 2 isin rasp- 
berry color, 3 and 7 are in sage green, 
41s in king’s blue, 6 is in ocher yellow 
8 is in a ight garnet.

The Ninth Lancers had been cover- 
ing the retreat of the infantry when they were told by their colonel that eleven German guns, on 
the outskirts of a weod about a mile away, must be taken, and the bugle sounded for the charge. 
The Lancers dashed forward amid a hail of shrapnel and rifle bullets, riding down the enemy's 
infantry. As they approached the guns, many of the gunners van into the woods, but those who 
remained were cut to pieces. After outting the guns out of action, the Lancers rode back under a 
fierce fire from other guns on their flank.

In Quebec the first year it 
was $3,000; in the third it is $8,000, In 
Ontario it was $10,000, it is now $20,000 
In Manitoba it was $2,000, it is this 
year $5,200, In Saskatchewan it is 
$2,100, In British Columbia $1,000 was 
so used in 1913-14, but this cear for 
beys and girls competitions, fairs, ete., 
and instruction in public schools, 
$1,700 is to be spent from the grants, 
It must be understood that while in 
some of the provinces the money is 
directly employed for the purpose 
forth, in others itis used in other ways 
and the sums required for school fairs, 
school gardens, and soon, are received 
from provincial and municipal sources, 
The figures, however, are in them- 
selves abundant indication of the far 
reaching benefits conferred by the Act.
